REMARKS 

Claims 2, 3, and 8 are currently pending and have been amended with this action. Claims 
1, 4-7, and 9 were canceled in an earlier response, and recently added new claims 10-38 have 
been hereby canceled with this Second Supplemental Amendment. Applicants respectfully 
reserve the right to purse this canceled subject matter in further applications of the invention. 
Support for the amendments to claims 2, 3 and 8 can be found throughout the application as 
filed. 

Applicants respectfully acknowledge the assistance of the Examiner in this case, Dr. 
Padmavathi Baskar, in identifying allowable subject matter in this case during a telephonic 
interview conducted on January 14, 2005.
